Rescue Ship Near Russian 
Flier—dAttacks on Italian 
Leader Grow Bitter. 


Stockholm, July 15 
newspaper Dagblat prints a report, the 
source of which is not given, saying 
that Gen. Umberto Nobile “is, in fact. 
the Italian government’s prisoner, as 
he is forbidden to leave the base ship 
Citta di Milano before he has given 
the world a clear account of the Italia 
catastrophe and later events.” 

Talk of a juridical investigation of 
the disaster continued in the press to- 
day. it is admitted that such an in- 
vestigation would be hard to arrange, 
as the jurisdiction of any country 
could only~be vaguely defined. With 
regard to the death of Dr. Finn Malm- 
gren, leader of the Italla’s “walking 
party,” who was left on the ice by his 
companions, Capt. Alberto Mariano 
and Capt Filippo Zappi, it is pointed 
out that it probably occurred in a sort 
of “no man’s land.” Thus, no country 
would have a clearly defined right to 
command a juridical inquiry. 

The Stockholm Dagblat received a 
report this morning that the Russian 
ice-breaker Maligin had rescued Capt. 
Roald Amundsen and two others of 
the French seaplane at Latham, South- 
west King Charles Land. The newspa- 
per, however, could not confirm the re- 
port. 

Hundreds of messages of condolence 
on the death of Dr. Malmgren have 
been received by Mrs. Malmgren, the 
doctor’s mother, and the Swedish gov- 
ernment. The Italian Minister, Prince 
Collona, said in a letter to Mrs. Malm- 
gren: 

“In my heart of hearts I am deeply 
affected at the tragic fate of your he- 
roic son. His scientific contributions 
will be highly prized and his memory 
will be kept in bright remembrance. 
All Italians will think of your wounded 
mother's heart. I express my deepest 
sorrow.” 

The Norwegian, Brazilian, Japanese 
and Czechoslovakian ministers also_sent 
messages of condolence. 


Ship Near Chukhnovsky. 


Rome, July 15 (A.P.).—Th® base ship 
Citta di Milano reported by radio to- 
day that at noon the Norwegian ice- 
breaker Braganza was within 3 miles 
of the camp of the aviator Chukhnov- 
sky and was in wireless communica- 
tion with the men there. 

Chukhnovsky, with four companions, 
was marooned on the ice near Cape 
Platen when his plane was forced down 
and damaged in landing. 

The Vitta di Milano also reported 
that the condition of Alberto Mariano, 
who with Capt. Filippo Zappi was res- 
cued, half-starving, from the ice last 
week, showed slight improvement to- 
day. Capt. Zappi has almost recovered 
from his experiences. Capt. Mariano 
is suffering from a frozen foot. 


Krassin Changes Route. 


Moscow, July 15 (A.P.).—The Rus- 
sian ice-breaker Krassin left the scene 
of its most recent rescue of Italia sur- 
vivors yesterday to pick up the aviator 
Chukhnovsky, stranded near Cape Pla- 
ten with four companions when their 
airplane was damaged, says a report 
from Prof. Samoilovich, head of the 
~ Krassin expedition. 

The report received in Stockholm 
that Capt. Raold Amundsen and Capt. 
Rene Guilbaud have been rescued by 
the Russian ice breaker Maligin was 
discredited in responsible quarters here 
today.

. Parents at Lincoln Tragedy. 


Henry Riggs Rathbone often. referred 
to himself as “Washington's” only rep- 
resentative in Congress.” He was the 
only member of that body who could 
claim the National Capital as a birth- 
place. He was born here February 12. 
1870, the son of Henry Reed Rathbone 
and Clara Harris Rathbone. His grand- 
father, Ira Harris, was a United States 
senator from New York. 

Rathbone’s father and mother were 
in the box at the old Ford Theater 
with President Lincoln the night the 
latter was assassinated. The stories his 
parents told him about this tragedy 
had a profound influence on young 
Rathbone, and in later years he fairly 
worshiped the memory of the Emanci- 
pator. 

So much did he think and talk about 
Lincoln that Rathbone actually ac- 
quired some of his characteristics. He 
was tall and lean-faced, and he had 
a Lincoln stoop in his carriage.

“The royal government, which has 
attentively examined the last draft of 
a treaty for the elimination of war 
proposed by the United States, takes 
note of, and agrees with the interpre- 
tation of the said treaty, which the 
Government of the United States sets 
forth in the note of June 23, last, and 
on this premise declares that it is dis- 
posed to proceed to the signature there- 
of.” 

Text of Briand Note, 

Aristide Briand, French foreign min- 
ister, in his note dated July 14, said: 
“Ti, follows from the new preamble that 
the proposed treaty indeed aims at the 
perpetuation of the pacific and friendly 
relations under the contractural condl- 
tions in which they are today estab- 
lished between the interested nations; 
that it is essentially a question for the 
signatory powers of renouncing war ‘as 
an instrument of their national policy, 
and also that the signatory powers 
which hereafter might seek, by itself 
resorting to war, to promote its own na- 
tional interests, should be denied the 
benefits of the treaty.”

Amazed at Visual World 


Faces of Friends Not at 


“Imagined” 


All What She Imagined; 


Awaits First Sight of Mother She Has 


For Years.

Milwaukee, July 15.—Marcella Cal- 
kins, blind since birth, today looked 
out on a world of wonders following 
an operation which has given her her 
sight, and while she marveled at ob- 
jects @hich she had been unable to 
imagine in her world of darkness, she 
awaited seeing her mother, whose im- 
age she has carried in her mind for 
20 years since her birth. 

“No one looks as I had expected them 
to look.” Marcella explained, “and I’m 
afraid the picture I’ve carried of my 
mother all. these years will be wrong.” 

Since her seventh birthday Marcella 
has been a student at the Janesville, 


Witpgtsinoe! for the blind. There she 
was taught the usual high school sub- 


jects and, in addition, she learned sew- 
ing, cooking, piano playing and, what 
she regards as most important, she 
learned stenography, She once typed 
130 words a minute, when school offi- 
clals entered her in a State contest. 
Her eyesight has been slowly com- 
ing to her for the past few weeks, fol- 
lowing a sixth operation performed by 
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delicate work he began several years 
ago. Through the corner of one eye 
she had been able to distinguish be- 
tween night and day, but now special 
lenses fitted to her eyes glowly are 
helping to develop her sight to normal. 

Movies, airplanes, flowers, sunsets— 
these are the things Marcella says she 
has tried to vision, and her first sight 
of some of these objects showed that 
she was far afield in her conception of 
them. 

“It is impossible to realize the 
beauty of a flower by touch,” she said, 
“and the faces of my friends aren’t at 
al] as 1 expected they would be. I have 
carried the same picture of my mother 
tn my mind as long as I can remember, 
and now I am afraid that she, too, will 
not be at all what I have imagined her 
to be.” 

Marcella’s family live at Chetek, and 
as soon as she has recovered from her 
operation she is to see her mother and 
father for the first time.

“Mystery Envoy” of Egypt 
Taken by fr ederal Agents 


Guest of New York and Other Cities—Negotiating 
Movie Contract When Arrested—Alleged to 
Have Left Long Trail of Bogus Checks. 


Los Angeles, July 15 (A.P.).—The 
capture of the “international mystery 
man,” who was welcomed as a guest 
of honor in New York city with special 
bands ahd welcoming committees when 
he arrived there in December, 1927, as 
the special envoy of the Egyptian gov- 
ernment, was claimed today by Depart- 
ment of Justice agents following their 
arrest last night of Samuel S Spiegel 

The alleged Egyptian envoy was ar- 
rested on specific charges of imper- 
sonating Department of State repre- 
sentatives, and of issuing false checks 
and spurious credentials. He was held 
pending further Instructions from 
Washington, whence came orders for 
his arrest, on the possibility of his 
being faced with deportation. 

Spiegel, who is sald to have operated 
under a score of aliases, arrived in San 
Francisco last month and was given 
an official welcome accompanied by 
bands, after having been feted in many 
New York, Connecticut and Illinois 
cities, through which the Federal agents 


said he had left,a trail of bad checks, 
mostly drawn on a Cairo, Egypt, bank. 
All of the “foreign guest’s” passports 
and credentials were believed to be 
false by Washington and local Federal 
officers. 

The Federal agents reported, Spiegel 
asserted, that part of his duty was to 
learn something of the inside opera- 
tions of the motion picture industry 
and that it was in Holleywood, they 
added, that he was “making his major 
financial killing.” He was alleged to 
have been negotiating a $3,000 a week 
movie contract for a two-months’ 
period when arrested, and officers said 
that he had left many bad checks in 
many of the large movie studios. 

There also was an intimation that 
several prominent movie stars had been 
victimized to the extent of many 
thousands of dollars. An admission 
to his jailers that he realized he wae 
in a “deuce of a fix” was the only 
comment that could be obtained from 
Spiegel, police said. 


MGR. JAMES H. RYAN HERD

Pope Appoints Professor of 
Philosophy as Successor 
of Bishop Shahan. 


WAS BACKED BY FACULTY 


Bope Pius XI has appointed the Right 
Rev. James Hugh Ryan as rector of 
the Catholic University of America, the 
foremost Catholic institution of learn- 
Ming in the Western Hemisphere. He will 
succeed Bishop Thomas J. Shahan, who 
submitted his resignation last March 
after a record length of service as rector. 

Mer. Ryan, who has for several years 
been associate professor of philosophy 
at the Catholic University, occupies a 
distinguished place in the fields of 
Catholic education and philosophy, and 
also is widely known as a mediaevalist 
and as a writer. 

Appointment of Mgr. Ryan was fore- 
cast exclusively in The Washington 
Post yesterday. Several other Ameri- 
can Catholic educational leaders had 
been prominently mentioned for the 
rectorship, which is determined by the 
Pope after names have been submitted 
from this country. Mgr. Ryan's selec- 
tion, however, was received with much 
gratification by the faculty of the unil- 
versity. 

The rectorship of the Catholic Untl- 
versity is an unique position in this 
country. The university is an inde- 
pendent institution as far as diocesan 
authorities and orders of the Catholic 
clergy are concerned; several orders of 
priests are included in its faculty. It 
is in a complete sense the center of 
Catholic higher education in the 
United States, and in that respect 
stands alone in the country. Its higher 
theological courses are attended by 
priests of virtually every religious order 
from every diocese in the United States.

CITY TO BEAR DEFICITS 


New York, July 15 (A.P.).—A plan 
for acquisition of New York’s rapid 
transit lines by the city and for their 
municipal operation on a 5-cent fare 
will be submitted to the transit com- 
mission tomorrow, Samuel Untermyer, 
special counsel to the commission, an- 
nounced today . 

The plan proposes the organization 
of a public corporation to take over 
and operate as many of the existing 
lines as can be acquired by purchase 
or recapture, and all new lines. The 
fifteen directors of this corporation 
would be appointed by the mayor for 
ten-year terms. The corporation would 
issue to owners of the existing lines 
its bonds for the purchase price agreed 
upon, or, if no agreement was reached. 
for the recapture price of the recaptur- 
able portions. 

Each of the companies joining the 
plan would be permitted not more 
than one member of the board of di- 
rectors. There are four companies, the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Co., the 
Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit Co., the 
Manhattan Railway Co., a subsidiary of 
the Interborough Rapid Transit, and 
the Willlamsburg Power Plant Corpora- 
tion, a subsidiary of the Brooklyn-Man- 
hattan Transit Co. 

If the 5-cent fare proved inadequate, 
the city might, under this proposal, 
include the deficit in the budget, ex- 
change the bonds of the public cor- 
poration for city bonds at a lower in- 
terest rate, or raise the fare. 

If the plan meets with the approval 
of the board of estimate and the 
transit companies concerned, negotia- 
tions as to price will be begun immedi- 
ately, Mr. Untermyer said.

Record Military Cortege 
kor Carranza at New York 


10,000 U. S. Troops, Largest Escort in City’s History, 
Is to Accompany Body of Mexican Good-Will 
Flier; Planes to Circle Over Line of March. 


New York, July 15 (A.P.).—Impres- 
sive ceremonies in which 10,000 troops 
and a large squadron of airplanes will 
participate are to mark the departure 
of the body of Capt. Emilio Carranza, 
Mexican flier, who was killed when his 
plane crashed near Mount Holly, N. J., 
last Thursday night, for Mexico City 
next Wednesday. 

Capt. Carranza was killed shortly 
after he set out from Roosevelt Field 
on what was to be a nonstop flight to 
Mexico City on the return journey from 
a good-will flight which took him from 
Mexico City to Washington. 

At the request o. Arturo Elias, con- 
sul general at New York, no religious 
ceremony of any kind will be held in 
New York or at any point on the route 
of the funeral train which will bear 
the body of the Mexican ace to the 
capital of his own country. 

Plans formulated today by American 
and Mexican army officers provide for 
the largest funeral cortege that has 
ever escorted the body of a soldier 
through the streets of New York. 

Brig. Gen. Otho B. Rosenbaum, com- 


manding the First Division at Fort 
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Hamilton, has been detailed by Gen. 
Hanson E. Ely, commanding the Sec- 
ond Corps Ayea,,to be grand marshal 
of the funeral escort. The escort will 
include all regular troops in the metro- 
politan area, the naval detachment, all 
the National Guard troops of New York 
and New Jersey who can be assembled, 
and reserve officers 0” New York and 
vicinity.

Woman Walks Into Speeding 
Blades After Flight With

Mrs. Hugh D. Auchincloss, 26 years 
old, of 2121 Kalorama road northwest, 
who internationally prominent in 
society, was reported near death early 
today at Providence Hospital. Shortly 
after 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon she 
was struck in the head by a propeller 
of an airplane at the Naval Air Sta- 
tion in Anacostia. 

Mrs. Auchincloss accompanied by sev= 
eral friends, had just landed at the 
beach at the air station after a flight 
over the city. The flight was made in @ 
two-motored Sikorsky amphibian plane, 
piloted by Henry J. White, of New York 
City, who is stopping at the Mayflower 
Hotel. The plane, it was said at the air 
station, was built by Baron Igor Sikor- 
sky for the Pan-American Alrways, suce 
cessful bidders for Key West to Panama 
air mail contract. 

Emerging from the passenger cabin 
of the plane, dine to reports, Mrs. 
Auchincloss hurried to the other side 
of the ship. evidentiy to express her 
gratitude to White for the flight. 

Walks tnto Wh.rling Blades. 


She walked into a propeller of the 
plane, her head being deeply cut and 
her skull broken. Her hat was cut 
in two by the force of the blow. 

A naval ambulance was summoned 
and Mrs. Auchincloss, unconscious, was 
hurried to Providence Hospital. En 
route she was given first aid treatment 
by Maj. Robert A. Hale, of the Army 
Medical Corps, stationed at Bolling 
Field. 

At the hospital a blood transfusion 
was given Mrs. Auchincloss in an efe 
fort to save her life. Dr. H. G. Grove 
gave more than a pint of his blood in 
the transfusion. _ 

The operation was performed by Dr. 
James F, Mitchell, one of the Capital's 
most prominent surgeons. He was age 
sisted by several staff physicians of 
Providence Hospital. 

The Sikorsky plane has been at the 
Naval Air Station for the past few days 
and made two flights with loc*! resfe 
dents as passengers yesterday. Follow- 
ing the grave accident no other flights 
were made. 

Mrs. Auchincloss’ husband, Hugh D. 
Auchincloss, who is a special agent of 
the Department of Commerce, had been 
up in the plane and was waiting for her 
at the air station when the ship landed. 

Prior to her marriage to Mr. Auchine-e 
closs in 1925, she was Maya de Chrapo- 
vitski, a member of a family in the 
Russian nobility. Her family fled to 
this country at the time of the Rus- 
sian revolution. Mrs. Auchincloss has 
been prominent in social relief work 
for Russia and &he Far East. She is 
prominent socially in this city, New 
York City, Newport, R. 1., Palm Beach 
and also in the large European cities. 

Physicians declared that she had but 
small chance of recovering from her ime 
juries. Mr. and Mrs. Auchinclose have 
one child, Hugh, jr., 10 months old. 
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Cunard Commodore 
Dies on Vinal Voyage 


Southampton, July 15 (A.P.).—Sir 
James Charles, commodore of the 
Cunard Line since 1921, died today at 
the conclusion of what was to have 
been his last voyage on the Aquitania. 
He was taken ill on the arrival of the 
Aquitania at Cherbourg and remained 
unconscious until death. At Southe 
ampton he was transferred to a nurse 
ing home and died without regaining 
consciousness or recognizing his wife, 
who met him. He would have retired 
at the conclusion of this trip. 

Sir James was urged to leave the 
bridge, but declined until the Aqui- 
tania had anchored at Cherbourg. An 
hour after retiring he summoned the 
ship’s doctor, who found him in a state 
of collapse with a serious internal 
hemorrhage.

Joseph N. Weber, president of the 
national organization, in a communi- 
cation sent today to the Chicago union 
says that approximately 200 theaters 
are now equipped with such machines 
and 1,000 more are planning to install 
them. He said that he is not opposed 
to talking movies, but that if machines 
are used as a substitute for vocal and 
orchestral music they will “constitute 
a serious menace to cultural growth.” 

Unemployment among musicians has 
resulted in the ordering of all branches 
of the national organization to use 
every possible influence to stop the 
use of the machines. The union has 
a membership of 158,000.

This was the 
bill authorizing the purchase of the 
famous Oldroyd collection of Lincoln 
relics. 

At the tlast session of Congress 
Rathbone introduced a bill to convert 
the Ford Theater into a Lincoln mu- 
seum. Here would be placed the Old- 
royd replica and other Lincolniana. 
Here also veterans’ organizations would 
hold their meetings and conventions 
The bill was favorably re; orted to the 
House but fatled of passage. It is ex- 
pected that friends of Rathbone will 
seek to get it through at the next 
session 

Rathbone was one of the best friends 
the District ever had in Congress. He 
gave much of his time to District af- 
fairs and did much to convert other 
members to his sympathetic viewpoint 


Obtained District Post. 


When he was first elected, in 1923, 
he announced before leaving Chicago 
that he was going to ask for a place 
on the District committee. He received 
the appointment and served on the 
committee continuously. One of his 
first acts was to introduce a bill to 
rid the city of alley dwellings. 

The representative received an A. B 
degree from Yale in 1892, and then 
spent a year at the Albany Law School 
In 1894 he received an LL. B. from the 
University of Wisconsin.

Harry C. Davis Will Endeavor 
to Reorganize Program 
for Rainy Days. 


COMMISSION IS TO MEET 


An attempt to reorganize Washing- 
ton’s “jitney” taxicab service in the 
eafly morning rush hour so that the 
city may have better service on rainy 
days, will be made today by Harry C. 
Davis, manager of the Independent 
Taxicab Owners’ Association, operator 
of the Diamond taxicabs. 

The much-debated question of Op- 
eration of the “jitney” taxicab service 
by the association probably will be 
discussed at the meeting today by the 
Public Utilities Commission, according 
to ite chairman, John W. Childress. 

“The question of the logitimacy of 
the ‘jitney’ service operated by the In- 
dependent Taxicab Owners Association 
has never been discussed by the utill- 
ties commission as a whole as yet,” 
Mr, Childress said, “but,” he added, 
“it is quite probable that we will do 
what our lawyers tell us to do, inas- 
much as operation of the service Is 
largely a matter of routine and is en- 
tirely a question of legal advice.” 

Complaints received bv the associa- 
tion dufing the past rainy spell during 
the latter part of the past week indi- 
cated that some of the faxicab drivers 
have felt the urge to shirk the orders 
of the company heads to “carry on” 
the “jitney” service for their own de- 
sire to “go for themselves.” As a re- 
sult, according to Mr. Davis, some of 
the drivers have failed to make more 
than one trip during the “‘jitney” hour 
of service in the mornings between 8 
and 9 o'clock. It ts this condition that 
Manager Harry Davis hopes to correct 
today. 

“Some of the drivers are making 
money out of the ‘jitney’ service while 
others are not.” Davis said. “However, 
I am going to reorganize the service 
this morning so that Washington will 
have full service on rainy days when 
the drivers are tempted to pick up 
larger fares on their runs.”

Lay and undergraduate students of the 
university likewise come from all parts 
of the country. Among its lay students, 
incidentally, there are many non-Cath- 
Olics despite the fact the university ts 
entirely under Catholic direction. 

Mgr. Ryan, the new rector, was born 
in Indianapolis, Ind. itn December, 
1886, and thus !s hardly more than 40 
years Old—an remarkably young age at 
which to be chosen for such a high 
post. He was educated in Indian- 
apolis schools, at Duquesne University, 
Pittsburgh; at Mount St. Mary’s Semi- 
nary of the West, Cincinnati, and at 
the American College, Rome. At the 
American College he received the de- 
grees of doctor of philosophy and 
doctor of sacred theology. He was or- 
dained a priest in Rome in 1909. 

Upon his return to this country 
Father Ryan first did parish work in 
his native diocese of Indianapolis. He 
entered the educational fleld less than 
two years after his return, however, 
becoming professor of psychology at 
the College of St. Mary-of-the-Woods, 
near Terre Haute, Ind. This post he 
retained until 1921, also doing other 
notable educational work in the State. 

He was next elected president of St. 
Mary-of-the-Woods College, but shortly 
afterward the Catholic Bishops’ Com- 
mittee on Education elected him execu- 
tive secretary of the department of 
education of the newly-created Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference 
He resigned his office as president to 
take this new position, which brought 
him to Washington and made him 
head of a national agency for the de- 
velopment of Catholic education. This 
office he still holds, as well as that 
of executive secretary of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference itself, a 
national Catholic agency operating in 
many fields. 

In 1922 he was made instructor in 
philosophy at the Catholic University 
and later was promoted to associate 
professor, a position he still occuptes, In 
addition to his other posts. In 1927 the 
Pope made him a monsignor. 

Dr, Ryan is secretary-treasurer and 
one of the founders of the American 
Catholic Philosophical Association and 
is editor of its quarterly review of phi- 
losophy, the New Scholasticism. He 
also is a member of the American Phi- 
losophical Association. A leading stu- 


dent of the mediaeval period, he tis a: 


member of the editorial staff of Specu- 
lum, a journal of mediaeval studies. 

Dr. Ryan was the compiler of the 
first “Directory of Catholic Colleges and 
Schools of the United States.” and is 
the author of “A Catechism of Catho- 
lic Education” and “An Introductory 
to Philosophy.” Among his works also 
is a translation and compilation of the. 
encyclicals of Pope Pius XI, the pres- 
ent Catholic pontiff. In addition, he 
has contributed often to current pub- 
lications, both in this country and 
abroad, chiefly in the educational and 
philosophical fields.

HAS MARRIAGE RULES 


Dr. Stetson Acts to Remove 
the “‘Paganly Ostentatious”’ 
From Ceremony.

New York, July 15.—Following out 
his determination to remove the ‘‘vul- 
gar” and the “paganly ostentatious” 
from the marriage ceremony, the Rev. 
Caleb B. Stetson, rector of old Trinity

The fugitives are James Nannery 
and Edward McLaughlin, alias James 
Ryan, 22, both serving 12%4-year sen- 
tences for robbery in New York city. 
Nannery is known as a master of dis- 
guise, which enabled him to brush el- 
bows with seasoned detectives without 
suspicion. 

This uncanny ability is believed by 
prison officials to have made possible 
the escape of the two men garbed in 
either blue uniforms of keepers or ci- 
vilian clothes smuggled in or stolen in- 
side the walls.

“OF RESCUE OF ITALI 
QUAVIVORG BY RADIO 


Viglieri Group Sent Up Smoke 
Signals After Sight- 
ing Krassin. 


MEN WERE PROVIDED 
WITH BOATS AND FOOD 


Those Who Stayed With Air- 
ship Wreck Believed Others 
Had Perished. 


Moscow, July 15 (A.P.).—An eye- 
witness account of the rescue of the 
Viglieri group of Italia survivors by 
the icebreaker Krassin last Thursday 
is given in a radiogram to Tass, the of- 
ficial Soviet news agency, from its cor- 
Tespondent, Shipanov, on board the 
steamer, as follows: 

“The group rescued and now aboard 
the Krassin consists of Viglieri, Ciceo- 


mi, Trovani, Behunek and Biagi. 

- “Thursday at 4:15 p. m. they heard 
the Krassin’s sirens and sighted her 
Shortly after. Immediately they ra- 
‘dioed the Citta di Milano, indicating 
‘the observation angle at a distance of 
‘25 kilometers, thus helping the Kras- 
sin to locate the group which was ren- 
dered difficult by fog. The Krassin 
Jookout sighted the advanced group 
at 7:30. 


Ice Makes Approacly Difficult. 


“Heavy ice made approach difficult, 
-but, pushing on vigorously, the Krassin 
rapidly covered the distance, steering 
for the smoke signals and rockets sent 
up. At 9:50 the Krassin crew climbed 
down on the ice and open-handedly 
received the five men, who appeared 
in fine condition, save Ciceoni, whose 
leg was broken. 

“The Krassin halted in close ice at 
80 meters distant. Fifteen meters 
away was the radio mast of the Italia 
on a heap of wreckage of the chief 
gondola. 

“The rescued group was well pro- 
vided with food and warm clothing, as 
well as sleeping bags and three pneu- 
matic boats held ready for emergen- 
cles, such as the smash-up of the ice. 

“Lundberg’s plane lay upside down 
30 meters away on the very edge of the 
ice field The plane’s upper wings 
were smashed, the lower wing being 
utilized as a floor for the tent. 


Praise Soviet Expedition. 


“It is impossible to convey in words 
the joy of the rescued men, who were 
unaware of the proximity of the Kras- 
They told the details of Malm- 
gren’s departure, saying that despite 
his illness he went as leader of the con- 
tact group, assigned to this task be- 
cause of his knowledge of local condi- 
tions. Everyone believed the Malm- 
gren group had perished, thinking their 
rescue improbable. 

“At the beginning the Viglierl group 
envied the Malmgren party since the 
latter moved earthward, but things 
changed when they learned the tre- 
mendous difficulty under which Malm- 
gren and his companions moved over 
the ice. 

“Airplanes flying over the Viglieri 
group dropped weapons, but they were 
not used as no beasts were seen, except 
the bear killed by Dr. Malmgren with 
the sole revolver in the party. 
~“Viglier! and his associates regard the 
help given by the airplanes as substan- 
tial, but can not find sufficient words 
to praise the Sovies expedition.”

head. Hoping that, driven by hunger, 
he would go on with us, we waited. 
Realizing this, Malmgren cried: ‘Gol! 
‘Go! Go! At the price of my life, 
you'll save all.’ 

No Food for 12 Days. 

“We marched on, suffering great pri- 
vation. One mile from Brok Island 
Mariano became blind and again we 
drifted with the ice. During our wan- 


dering we saw six airplanes only about 
a mile distant, but none save Chuhk- 
novsky (Russian aviator aboard Kras- 
sin) saw us, despite our frantic sig- 
nals. 

“For twelve days we did not eat | 
anything. Mariano felt death approach- | 
ing at the sight of Chukhnovsky’s 


plane and begged me to place his body 
aboard the plane after death should 
the flier land. Upon seeing the Kras- 
sin, Mariano regained his eb»ing life.” 

The Italla crashed on May 24, the 
account from Prof. Samoilovich as re- 
lated to him by Zappi went on. Thick 
ice formed on the dirigible and she 
sunk earthward, head first. When the 
gondola struck the ice, the passengers 
were hurtled out and the motorist was

has said little or nothing. It is beWeved gen- 
erally that the company is inclf{ned to fight and 
that careful counter-plans have been made to 
offset those of the brotherhood.. Although 
union representatives apparently are confident 
of success, the fact that Pullman officials are 
sitting back so quietly leads many to believe 
that they have trump cards up their sleeves. 

Whether or not there would bea strike was 
uncertain until last Friday evening. Origi- 
mally the strike was called for June 8. It 
was postponed, however, upon the advice of 
the American Federation or Labor. Early last 
week the committee of brotber- 
hood met York Its 
concluded on Friday and an announcement 
‘Was made that secret strike directions had 
‘been placed in sealed envelopes for delivery to 
district organizers. After these have been de- 
livered the strike call will be issued unless the 
company in the meantime comes to terms, say 
brotherhood officials, and the 7,500 members 
will walk out forthwith 

At this season of a Pullman por- 
ters’ strike is apt to be a serious matter. Vi- 
tally necessary travel, of course, would not be 
disrupted thereby for those who must use 
trains can do without the luxury of Pullman 
sleeping accommodations, but vacation travel 
would hard hit and the railroads would 
suffer severe losses of revenue. The Pullman 
Co. however, may be prepared to carry on ac- 
cording to regular schedule. Not all porters 
and maids will answer the strike call and 
those who remain on duty will constitute a 
nucleus around which a temporary organiza- 
tion can be built up. If, however, other rail- 
way unions look with sympathy upon the por- 
ters’ strike a genuinely serious situation may 
be precipitated.

The prin- 
ciple of arbitration of labor disputes has been 
adopted widely of recent vears in the United 
States. Strikes always are to be deplored if 
for no other reason than that they are uneco- 
nomic, and that as a general thing they result 
in but temporary advantage to one side or the 
other. Some way should be found to settle 
the difficulties in which the Pullman Co. and 
its employes now find themselves involved. 
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A NEW MALARIA FOE, 

Outlets for scrap rubber are being 
siduously cultivated with the result that 
claimed rubber is being used* to good advan- 
tage both for automobile and bicycle tires. It 
is not, therefore, a problem of utilization of 
acrap rubber, so much that is presented in 
the new field of rubber oil. It has been found 
feasible to make a kind of oil from used-up 
rubber, virtually worthless for reclaiming by 
acid methods for reuse, that is deadly to mos- 
quitoes. : 

Whatever other values rubber oil may de- 
velop as it comes more into knowledge, the 
present claim made for it is that it strengthens 
the foes of malaria substantially. It has been 
established that rubber oil is very much more 
effective than mineral] oils in discouraging 
mosquito pests. Use that has been made of 
the oil in some parts of the East, has confirmed 
it as being deadly to the mosquito larvae. 
Substitution of this oil for minera) oils, de- 
pends upon the cost of extraction. The ma- 
terial is not costly and the process appears to 
be a simple one. Indeed, it may be found to 
go along with the chemical treatment of scrap 
rubber in the process of its reclamation. So 
that rubber oil as a by-product in the recovery 
of a wornout material, offers an attractive 
field for observation for those who are in- 
terested in salvaging rubber, and, also, for the 
promoters of scientific hygiene and sanitation. 

The conversion of pestilential areas to 
wholesomeness for human living, and discout- 
agement of the spread of such’ contagions as 
malaria and yellow rfever, wait upon augment- 
ing the foes of the disease-carrying mosquitoes. 
The comfort of urban dwellers is also in the 
field of interest in the newer method for fight- 
ing the mosquito pest. There is no reason why 
Americans should not add this oil to their 
manufactures and thus find domestic outlet 
for some of the scrap rubber which seeks a 
market in Japan and to China, where, among 
other ingenious uses, the best of the inner 
tubes are made up into garters. 
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LEVELS OF EMPLOYMENT. 


As long as man differs from an automaton 
by his ability to adapt himself in the field of 
experience and of need, there is little likeli- 
hood of the majority of workers who are not 
pressed into kinds of em®loyfeut which wholly 
sap initiative, failing to break through any 
kind of barrier that may be set up to regulate 
the flow of their activitfes. Specialization in 

he direction of increasing efficiency with 
- regpect to the mental worker who is free of the 
‘Mmitations of machinery, is pictured as 
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ized units, and the range of accountancy has 
become a varied occupation rather than one 
centered in the experience of an individual. 

The tendency upon the whole as pointed 
out by the Bureau of Education is an excellent 
one, so long as the specialization looks to the 
employment of the individua) at that for 
which he is best fitted.. Indeed, this lies at the 
base of the newer conception of levels of em- 
ployment. The very fact of breaking up of 
commercial occupations into a number of 
functions and ‘trades tends to standardize 
them. Training for employment then may be 
undertaken with due regard both for the 
nature of the occupation and the adaptability 
of the individual.

The very fact that the States, generally, 


license those who undertake specialized servy- 
ices to the public, such as accountants and real 
estate operators, is indicative of an era of 
clear rules governing employment, which has 
made possible the responsible oversight that 
tends to insure that only the qualified in train- 
ing and character may be permitted to operate. 
This al] is in the direction of professionalizing 
employment; so that workers upon the higher 
levels may be rated as professionals without 
respect to the particular kind of work they do 
but with regard only to the intellectual quali- 
ites brought to bear. 

Yet such tendencies must be carefully guided 
lest the process of elimination and of special- 
ization should point in the direction of a form 
of communism, deriving its sanctions from the 
state in much. the manner in which the workers 
of all classes in Russia are controled and 
rated. In the American ideal the individual 
always rates above his task, aud is master of it 
rather than heing mastered by it: gaining his 
right to work through ability and the play of 
personality more than through rules of rote 
and conformity—valuable as these are com- 
ing to be ‘in the inevitable increase of the 
demands of efficiency.

Opium, introduced from the Fast a century 
followed by morphine, cocatue aud then 
in 1898 by heroin, is the nar- 
cotic evils which have outcropped sensationally 
in the modern banditry of the American cities. 
Prior to 1917 offenses against the Federal 
narcotic laws reached about one thousand 
annually; after that, with heroin making its 
rapid couversion of mev and women 
cial outlaws, the number sprang 
1919, doubling two years later, and 
ceeding 8,000. 

The heroin victim, who experiences an al- 
most instantaneous moral degeneration, with 
his character inhibitions superseded by an ex- 
alted sense of his own powers, not only takes 
to spectacular crime, to satisfy his hero senti- 
ments, but is urged by every device he can con- 
ceive to recruit the ranks of heroin addicts. 
There is left with such persons not the slight- 
est, foundation for restoration to normal; 
even if the possibility for recovery was not 
destroyed by reason of the fact that the drug 
is soluble in fats, and the fatty protection 
about the brain membrane offers no obstruc- 
tion, so that the gray matter is attacked at 
once and progressively destroyed. 

The problem of addiction is one that inter- 
ests all normal persons as beset with supreme 
difficulties, particularly as those who are back 
of the so-styled dope ring garner profits of 
1,000 per cent, and every addict of the more 
serious forms of narcotic poisoning becomes a 
potential or actual disseminator of the vice. 
Education against addiction, and isolation of 
the addict, with the best care provided for his 
recovery or comfort, are the lines along which 
the foes of illicit drugs are’ working. 
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FOES OF HUMAN KIND. 


A mere two million of dollars dropped from 
the estimated value of the peach crop in a sin- 
gle season through pest infection is nominal) in 
comparison to the money loss entailed upon 
cotton in some seasons by the boll weevil, while 
the Mexican beetle has been carrying his trail 
of destruction of beans, even on up to this lo- 
cality. In the meantime aeroplanes are sifting 
poison down upon the fields and a multitude of 
other measures are ever being employed for 
the fight which is the most dramatic that has 
been staged in human annals, In this con- 
test, scientists give warning, is at issue the 
permanency of human residence upon the 
earth. Not that any one need seriously believe 
that the prevalence of insect pests and parasites 
will really work out such a calamitous destruc- 
tion of the factors of human subsistence. But 
the level of prices of livelihood are governed 
not a little by what the insect pests leave for 
marketing. 

The most relentless foes of human kind are 
those which man encourages by his dense 
ignorance of his physical environment. It is 
only recently that studies have revealed that 
the lowly toad carries on the destruction of 
the insect enemies of man upon a scale that is 
phenomenal. Science long ago showed that 
the earth worm is the founder of peoples and 
states and civilization by its upturning of the 
earth, thereby affording aeration and other 
incidents of fertility. Fortunately the art of 
Izaak Walton does not enlist the activities of 
all the people, or else mankind might use up 
the earth worms at a rate that would jeopardize 
its age-long creative enterprise! 

If the agriculturist had been as carefu) to 
preserve the experience of his craft in respect 
to vegetable pests, from the days of the Pha- 
raohs to the present, as were the astrologers to 
plot the heavens, man might through the cen- 


turies have come to an understanding of his. 


friends and foes among birds, animals and in- 
sects. As it is he has been opening his fields to 
the enemies of one kind of pest, only to find 
that thereby he has added to the number of his 
undesirable insect or bird importations. 

The close communication today between

Choice of the house floor lead- 
er was undecided. 

As a result of gains made in the last 
election, both houses will be predomi- 
rately Nationalista - Consolidato. The 
minority Democrats have only three 
seats In the senate and 15 in the house 
compared with 21 and 65, respectively, 
for the majority party. 

Apparently pending Governor-General 
Henry L. Stimpson's ssage, no defi- 
nite legislative progranl has been out- 
Iined. In view of the willingness of 
Filipino leaders to cooperate in the 
economic development of te islands, 
observers regarded it as probable that 
a number of laws designed to aid such 
development would be passed. 

Possible legislation which has been 
discussed from time to time tinclude 
modification of the land laws to permit 
large-scale development of the rubber 
region in Mindanao, modification of the 
shipping laws with a view to improving 
the interisland service, and liberaliza- 
tion of the corporation laws with the 
view of attracting outside capftal.

KILLS HI 5 ASSAILANT 


Wounded in Stomach, Young 
Man Seizes Weapon 
“Two-Gun Danny.” 


FALLS OVER HIS VICTIM

Chicago, July 15.—Patsy Pardi, 23- 
year-old member of the Jack Zuta ring. 
today did what the entire law and jus- 
tice system of Chicago had failed to 
do over many years. He put Danny 
Hartnett, notorious gangster and ter- 
rorist, out of business by killing him 
“Two-Gun Danny” Hartnett had a very 
tong and bloody record, but he had 
always been immune from anything 
more than “disorderly conduct.” He 
had beens arrested scores of times on 
charges ranging from ordinary hold- 
ups to murders, but he was always 
able to go free. 

It was a sinister twist of fate that 
Hartnett should perish by one of his 
own guns. The action took place in 
the Sterling Hotel, recently ordered by 
the lice to abate its activities. The 
hotel was operated by Jack Zuta. Due 
to police activity, Zuta is out of town, 
and he left Patsy Pardi tn charge. 

Hartnett swaggered into the hotel 
early this morning and engaged Pardi 
in conversation. His attitude was bit- 
ter and menacing and Pardis replies 
were equally bitter, so Hartnett left. 
An hour later he returned went to the 
second-story lobby and opened fire 
with both guns on Pardi. who was doz- 
ing at his desk. The first bullet hit 
Pardi in the stomach and tumbled 
him out of the chair. 

Hartnett, thinking his man was 
dead, started downstairs. Pardi, rally- 
ing all his strength leaped down the 
stairs on top of him. In the furious 
struggle, Hartnett dropped one of his 
guns, which Pardi. seized and shot 
Hartnett twice. Both men collapsed and 
the police removed them to the county 
hospital, where Hartnett died. 

Pardi, who has a slight chance to 
recover, dismisses the killing as a 
“drunken brawl.” True to gangland 
ethics, Hartnett died without making a 
statement and Pardi refuses to discuss 
it.

TREND OF BOND PRICES 
CONTINUES DOWNWARD 


Uncertain Credit Situation 
Helps General Decline 
During Week. 


FEDERAL ISSUES WEAKEN 


New York, July 15 (A.P.).—The trend 
of bond prices last week continued 
downward. .The uncertain credit situa- 
tion, increase in the Federal Reserve re- 
discount rate and the maintenance of 
comparatively high call and time money 
rates combined with extensive liquida- 
tion by institutions caused a general 
market decline. On Wednesday, when 


money rates eased, prices were a bit 
firmer, but Thursday brought an ex- 
pected increase in the rediscount rate 
and a further reaction in the bond 
market which carried all U. 8S. Govern- 
ment obligations to new 1928 lows on 
Friday. 

The bogy of an enormous total of un- 
digested new bond issues undoubtedly 
has had a bearish influence on the 
market and even is said to be one 
reason for the failure of the brokers’ 
loan total to show any great reduction. 
It is estimated that from $100,000,000 
to more than 8500,000,000 of brokers’ 
loans are carried on such issues and the 
amount of such bonds resting unwant- 
ed on dealers’ shelves is placed in the 
neighborhood of 81,000,000,000. While 
brokers have said that the glut of un- 
digested issues has not been as bad as 
a year ago, the situation may be well 
illustrated by the case of one $30,000,- 
000 issue, of which only about $1,000,000

ANY women, and men as well, 
who are bent on building up 
their bodies with special diets 
and programs of exercises overlook the 
fact that frequent relaxation is of the 
utmost importance.

Brands have not vanished from North 
Dakota, despite the breaking up and 
fencing of the rahges. Many farmers 
and ranchers retain cattle brands for 
btheir convenience, and 7,200 have been 
registered since 1913, 

The most famous cattle markings 
registered in North Dakota are those 
recordec for Theodore Roosevelt, who 
owned a large ranch near Medora,. to 
which he came in tefritoria] days. His 
ranches along the Little Missouri Riv- 
er were called the Maltese Cross and 
the Likhorn, and his brands were sym- 
bols of those names. -He also used a 
triangle at one time, The earliest 
Roosevelt brands were filed on Oct. 
11, 1890, soon after North Dakota was 
admitted to the Union.

TN BE SPEEDED UP 


Treasury Board of Architects 
Will Convene Here Today 
to Discuss Plans. 


THREE BIG STRUCTURES | 
WAIT ON THEIR ACTION 


Estimates Are to Be Complet- 
ed as Basis for Further 
Moves by Congress. 


Leading architects from all parts of 
the country, who comprise the mem- 
bership of the Treasury Department 
Board of Architectural Consultants 
will meet today to consider further 
plans for the construction of new 


Federal buildings and parkways under 
the Federal building program im the 
triangle area south of Pennsylvania 
avenue. 

Members of the board will take up 
the problem of developing plans for 
the next building to be placed on the 
program, so that a basis of estimates 
to be submitted to Congress at its 
next session can be laid. 

During the last session of Congress 
that body authorized the Treasury De- 
partment to proceed with such plans 
so that a comprehensive idea may be 
presented to Congress as to their prob- 
able cost. 


Structures on List. 


New buildings to house the Depart- 
ment of Labor, Department of Justice, 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
incidental government activities are in 
line for consideration by the architec- 
tural commission today. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Schuneman, in charge of the public 
building program, who is out of the 
city at present, is expected to return 
in time to consult with the architects 
during their deliberations. 

The Treasury Department not only 
has the authority to obtain the pro- 
fessional services of private architects 
in connection with the building pro- 
gram, but also has sufficient appro- 
priations to pay for their services. 


Program to Be Speeded. 


As a result of the meeting which be- 
gins today, Government officials are 
hoping that some definite steps will 
be *taken which may result in the 
pushing of the Federal building pro- 
gram.

MANCHURIAN CONFLICT 
AGAIN APPEARS LIKELY 


Spanish Revolt Reports Are 
Sent From Border, but 
Madrid Issues Denial. 


(Associated Press.) 

The most definite move toward world 
peace since Locarno, reflected this week 
in indications that 14 leading nations 
would accept the Kellogg-Briand treaty 
against aggressive warfare, was marred 
by the flaring of old grudges in several 
war-breeding regions. 

The antiwar pact is still far from 
final signature. Only three nations, 
Italy, Germany and France, have de- 
livered their replies to Washington, but 
for the first time since Foreign Minister 
Briand proposed a _ Franco-American 
friendship agreement and _ Secretary 
Kellogg countered suggesting a multi- 
lateral treaty outlawing war, the end of 
long diplomatic negotiations seems in 
sight. 

Germany's answer is Known to be 
virtually a blanket acceptance of the 
pledge against aggressive war. France 
is believed to have similarly replied 
with the addition of some explanations 
by M. Briand, the foreign minister, as 
to his understanding of the pact. 


England Waits on Dominions. 


England’s approval awaits the end of 
consultations with the dominions. A 
notable fact is that the Irish Free 
State, India, Canada, New Zealand and 
Australia will act in the matter as spv- 
ereign states. In general the British 
attitude is expected to parallel that of 
France.

Italy’s acceptance, together with that 
of the French. government, and unof- 
ficial information that the British gov- 
ernment’s endorsement would be made 
known in a note to * sent from Lon- 
don this week, as well as dispatches 
from Madrid that the Spanish cabinet 
had characterized the Kellogg proposal 
as “‘most cordial,” was the cause of 
much gratification to American Gov- 
ernment officials. 

Secretary Kellogg still awaits replies 
from Japan, the British dominions, 
Australia, Canada, India, the Irish 
Free State, New Zealand and the 
Union of South Africa which lat- 
er were invited to join at the 
Suggestion of the British government, 
and from Belgium, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland, the last three invited to meet 
France’s wishes. 

Until replies from all of these coun- 
tries are received, Mr. Kellogg will not 
decide upon the method of affixing sig- 
natures to the new antiwar pact. : 

A suggestion has been made to him 
that it be signed simultaneously in 
Paris by the foreign ministers of the 
various governments. 

It is considered not unlikely that this 
suggestion will be accepted. 

Such a meeting would not be possible, 
however, until some time this fall, prob- 
ably in September or October. 


Extension to All Nations, 


In that event it is likely Mr. Kellogg 
will journey to Paris to join the various 
foreign office heads, but no decision 
has been reached on this point. 

Once the pact has been signed by the 
fifteen nations, including the United 
States, it is Secretary Kellogg’s inten- 
tion that, it shall be open for signature 
by all nations and an invitation will be 
extended asking that every nation sign. 

The various governments.not partici-‘ 
pating as original signatories have been 
kept informed by the American diplo- 
matic officers as to the progress of the 
negotiations and complete texts of the 
diplomatic notes exchanged have been 
supplied these governments. 

Spain, it is believed here, is one of 
the first of these governments to have 
given consideration to the revised pro- 
posal and is the first to offitially make 
known its attitude.

Political Turmoll Reported. 


Coupled with the growing strength 
of the Croatian independence move- 
ment, the general political situation af- 
fecting Jugoslavia, Bulgaria and the 
fiery Macedonian revolutionary ele- 
ment in both countries, has_ rarely 
given less promise of peace. 

Austro-Italian peace overtures re- 
ceived a violent check when Rome ded- 
icated a victory monument at Bolzano 
on the Austrian frontier with an in- 
scription and speechess which revived 
the flame of Austrian resentment 
against Premier Mussolini. 

Leaders of the South Tyrolean minor- 
ity were aroused to a dangerous pitch 
and the Italian police were forced vir- 
tually to close the frontier and forbid 
public demonstrations. 

A third source of conflict reappeared 
on the scene when Poland presented 
to the League of Nations the text of 
Lithuania’s latest proposition for the 
settlement of the Vilna dispute. Lith- 
uania has demanded that the Vilna 
area be declared “disputed territory” 
and that Poland pay an indemnity of 
several million dollars for damages suf- 
ferea in the Polish occupation of the 
city. 

The Warsaw government says these 
demands make peace between the two 
countries impossible. 


Manchurian Peace tn Peril. 


On the other side of the world the 
danger of armed conflict in Manchuria, 
never far below the horizon, is again 
in sight. Nationalist China’s nervous 
assumption of power at Nanking is 
taking an increasingly vigorous turn. 
The question of how «long the new 
|Chinese government will wait before 
demanding that Japan cease her dom- 
ination of Manchurian affairs has been 
raised in Tokyo and the Japanese gov- 
ernment has replied by saying that 
conditions in Manchuria must remain 
as they are. 

The Nanking government is prepar- 
ing to ask all nations having com- 
mercial treaties with China to prepare 
for the negotiation of new agreements 
in which China is treated as an equal. 

A conference in Buenos Aires be- 
tween representatives of Bolivia and 
Paraguay for the settlement of the 
boundary between these two countries 
has ended in disagreement. The sit- 
uation holds no immediate danger and 
negotiations will be continued through 
ordinary diplomatic channels. 


Revolt in Spain Reported. 


Reports of revolutionary disorders in 
Spain, apparently more authentic than 
many similar reports in the past, have 
been officially denied in megsages from 
Madrid. Dispatches from points on 
the Spanish border said that large 
numbers of political agitators were 
imprisoned in Barcelon:. 

Clashes and disputes between Greek 
Liberals and Royalists continue apace 
while Premier Verizelos attempts to 
smooth the waters and launch his new 
cabinet. 

The French occupation of the Rhine- 
land promises to become a sore point 
before autumn with a renewed demand 
by the Mueller cabinet for an early 
withdrawal. Premier Poincare consid- 
ers the presence of French troops in 
the d as an excellent bargain- 
ing point and will probably insist on 
keeping them there until the inevitable 
showdown on the Dawes plan. ;

The statement that Richard Barthel- 
mess is a master of characterization 
has become almost axiomatic, but in 
his latest First National picture, “Wheel 
being shown at the Earle 
this week, he gives double proof of 
this by appearing in two distinct roles 

The story opens in a Russian vil- 
lage at the beginning of the present 
century and dramatically pictures a 
Jewish massacre. A trader and his wife 
and twin boys, identical except that 
one has red hair and the other black, 
receive warning of the impending mas- 
sacre while they are celebrating the 
Feast of the Passover and hide, but 
are discovered and one of the boys, his 
parents believe. is killed. In reality 
he lives, and is carried to America by 
Hanscha, the village drunkard. The 


rest of the little family also seek ref- 
uge and religious freedom in this land 
of liberty. 

With this tragic beginning, the themes 
of the story is taken up again in New 
York about 20 years later, with the 
trader now a successful business man 
and his son, Nicky, a lawyer in the 
district attorney’s office. Jason, his 
other son, on the contrary, has been 
brought up in squalor, and, although 
naturally ambitious, is a typical prod- 
uct of the ghetto. An entirely unprin- 
cipled woman, at different periods, en- 
ters both their lives, and their reac- 
tion to her treachery is identical, ex- 
cept that in Nicky’s case the result is 
a respectable and happy marriage, while 
with Jason it results in his uninten- 
tionally killing her. The climax of Ja- 
son’s trial for murder, with Nicky as 
prosecutor, is gripping and unexpected, 
but entirely logical in its outcome. 

It seems to this reviewer that here 
are two of the finest portrayals in the 
career of Richard Barthelmess. Their 
perfection is = that his own person- 
ality is at times almost completely 
submerged. Likewise, the support given 
by Bodil Rossing, Lina Basquette, Mar- 
garet Livingston, Anne Schaffer and 
Warner Oland is excellent. 

This is a picture of interesting plot 
and fine,character studies, but more— 
it is one of real philosophical depth 
and intrinsic worth. 

On the stage this week we find “A 
Garden Party.” and, as host, a new 
master of ceremonies is introduced to 
Washington audiences in the person of 
Charlie Nelson, who, as an entertainer, 
shows considerable ability in a vocal 
solo and several amusing skits. It 
seems possible that as master of cere- 
monies the slight repression of some 
of his more violent greatness by this 
dynamic and handsome fellow might 
be desirable. 

To get back to the party, Arthur Ball 
demonstrates again, with his rendition 
of “Laugh, Clown, Laugh,” and “Mother 
of Mine,” that. people like really fine 
Singing. Other numbers include the 
Marie Mae Quarrie’ Harp Ensemble, as- 
sisted by Lorette Lee, soprano, and a 
toe dancer, Alfi Grims, in a charming 
group of selections; Dolores and Eddy, 
eccentric dancers, and Irmanette, who 
displays versatility by playing the vio- 
Jin and dancing simultaneously. The 
stage band also plays several specialty 
numbers. 

The only other screen feature is an 
unusually interesting newsreel: The 
house orchestra functions during the 
cinema showings, and the. efficiency 
of the Earle cooling system is in evi- 
dence at all times.

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Having been numerously tipped off 
by those who had previewed it in 
Washington and elsewhere that First 
National's picturization of the old 
Hoyt farce “A Texas Steer,” with Will 
Rogers In the role created by Tim 
Murphy was not so good—and having 
had that verdict seemingly verified by 
the fact that the film has been kept 
on the shelf locally since last Janu- 
ary—I was agreeably surprised Satur- 
day afternoon to discover that it is 
an enjoyable and amusing bit of sat- 
ire. thers celebrating the premiere 
at Crandall’s Metropolitan seemed of 
the same view. 


“A Texas Steer” clings tenaciously 
to the stage version of the highly col- 
ored tale of a Texas cattleman in the 
halls of Congress to its own severe 
detriment. In this acutely mechanized 
day of motor cars, radio and other 
means of reducing the dimensions of 
the world, such anachronistic types as 
Mr. Hoyt transplanted to the National 
Capital from the Texas ranges are not 
seen on our streets. Neither, I think, 
does the modified “badger game,” em- 
ployed to* encompass the political 
downfall of Representative Maverick 
Brander, longer flourish in our city— 
although, knowing little of such things, 
I may be wrong. In short, a play 
that was “hot” about the time of the 
World’s Fair in Chicago has been 
plunked down in such a modernized 
environment that it is made to look 
@ little silly. 


However, for all this there is com- 
pensation to be found in the excellence 
of Mr. Rogers and his supporting play- 
ets and the pithy subtitles with which 
the star has in a measure brought his 
vehicle up to date. Local interest in 
“A Texas Steer” will be considerably 
stimulated by the recollection that it 
was in large part filmed here late last 
summer. And certainly 1 would be 
guilty of callous indifference, if not 
actual heresy, not to perceive generous 
and wholesome entertainment 
camera drama in which such conspicu- 
ous and important dramatic uses are 
made of this, the foremost of Washing- 
ton’s merning journals, as in “A Texas 
Steer’! The Washington Post is cast 
in a major role and, as alWays, plays 
it admirably. 

The cast presents a distinguished 
roster. Contributing to the fun 
initiated by Rogers and Loulse Fa- 
zenda are Douglas Fairbanks, jr., Ann 
Rork, Sam Hardy, Lilyan Tashman, 
George Marion, Mack Swain, Arthur 
Hoyt, William Orlamond, Lucien Lit- 
tlefield, some one doing an amazingly 
true impersonation of the present oc- 
cupant of the White House and a large 
number of others. Familiar Washing- 
ton scenes add to the interest of their 
work. 

The auxiliary attractions are a new 
issue of the Kinograms, a two-reel 
Sennett comedy, “A Gold Digger of 
Weepah”-——no funnier than it should 
be—the orchestral contributions and a 
Vitaphone trailer extolling next week's 
feature, with William Collier, jr., a less 
effective stentor than Conrad Nagel.

WAY BEGIN TODAY 


Rail Freight Charges on New 
River Product Held 
Too High. 


GOVERNMENT MAY ASK 
I. C. C. TO REOPEN CASE 


Trade Board to Plan Action 
in Matter at Meeting 
This Morning. 


The United States Government is ex- 
pected to fire the opening gun today 
in a fight to forestall a higher freight 
rate on soft coal coming into Washing- 
ton from the New River fields of Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia and Kentucy. 

It is expected that an attorney for 
one of the Government bureaus will 
appear before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and ask that the proposed 
new rate be suspended and the case ree 
opened. Local Government depart- 
ments and ifstitutions use a large pro- 


portion of the soft coal brought here 
from the New River fields. 

The freight rate on most of the coal 
coming from the New River region to 
Washington has been $2.84 a ton. The 
three railroad companies that haul the 
coal—the Chesapeake & Ohio, the Nor- 
folk & Western and the Virginian—have 
announced that, beginning August 10, 
the rate will be $3.13, an increase of 29 
cents. 

Coal producers in the New River sec- 
tion say that this 29-cent increase will 
drive them away from the Washington 
market, and leave the city at the mercy 
of the Northern producers, who would 
be free to raise the price on their own 
product. 


May Increase Gas Rates. 


._ At a conference between the New 
River producers and local business 
leaders last week, it was stated that 
the higher freight rate might be re- 
flected in gas rates and in apartment 
house rentals. 

The executive committee of the 
Washington Board of Trade will meet 
this morning and decide what should 
be done about the freight rate situa- 
tion. The meeting was called, follow- 
ing @ meeting at the Racquet Club 
last week, participated in by repre- 
sentatives of all the local trade bodies 
and representatives of the New River 
operators. 

The board of governors of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers Association 
will meet tomorrow afternoon for the 
same purpose.
